This currency was sent by Father 
Gibault to the Treasury

of. 
These 
losses 
reduced 
the aged 
priest to a state of poverty and, in 
1790, he addressed the following 
message to Arthur St. Clair, gov­ 
ernor of the Northwest Territory: 
“The want of 7800 livres, the

U3e, has obliged him to sell the two 
good slaves who would now be the 
support of his old age. For the

ed by the civil government.

love of country and liberty 
has 
also, led your memorialist to reject 
all advantages offered to him

property, 
having 
been employed twelve years in 'the

Clark with the petition that

parishioners be permitted to as- 
emble at the church to

Clarks’ assurance that the Amer­ 
icans came to extend—not to re­ 
strict—political and religious free­ 
dom, won the immediate support 
of Father Gibault for the Ameri­ 
can cause, and thus did more 
to 
assure the success of the enter­ 
prise than any force of arms 
the 
colonists could have raised at that 
time. 
Father Gibault 
assembled the 
inhabitants 
of 
Kaskaskia 
and 
pledged them to allegiance to the 
American cause.

told Clark 
that there was no British garrison 
at. Vincennes and that it would be

formed as to the state of affairs. 
Father Gibault then suggested that 
he be permitted to precede 
any 
armed force that might be

to Vincennes.

Previously, only In- 
lians had been employed in any 
appreciable numbers in *he North- 
.M-st, but Colonel Henry Hamilton, 
in charge of

West, planned to use a combined 


force of Indians and Regulars. On 
October 7, 1778, Hamilton, with 
a 
force of 500 Indians and sodiers, 
set out from Detroit to reoceupy 
the frontier posts. 
When Clark heard of Hamilton’s 
movements he 
felt 
certain 
that 
Kaskaskia was the object of 
his 
march. 
Clark was much in doubt 
as to his ability to defend Kaskas- 
kia against so large a force 
and 
he sent Father Gibault across the 
Mississippi with the papers 
and 
money. 
The river 
was 
at high 
stage, and so rough and full of ice 
that Father Gibault and a compan­ 
ion were marooned on an island in 
the river for three days. 
On December 17, 1778, Hamilton 
recaptured Vincennes and 
began 
immediately to strengthen the de­ 
fenses. 
On December 24, Francis 
¡Vigo, a trader and friend of Fath­ 
er Gibault and Clark, was captured 
by Hamilton’s Indian scouts 
and 
Imprisoned within the fort at Vin­ 
cennes. 
After three weeks, Ham­ 
ilton released Vigo on promise that 
he would “go directly to St. Louis 
and do nothing on the way to in­ 
jure 
the 
British 
cause.” 
Vigo 
went directly to St. Louis, chang­ 
ed clothes and set out immediately 
for Kaskaskia to inform Clark 
as 
to the situation at Vincennes. Vigo 
reached Kaskaskia on January 29, 
1779, and gave Clark the first defi­ 
nite information he received as to 
the whereabouts 
of 
Hamilton’s 
army. 
Vigo told Clark that 
the 
British garrison had been consid­ 
erably reduced due to raiding part­ 
ies sent against 
the Ohio 
River 
>ettlements. 
Vigo was a great 
admirer 
of 
Father Gibault. 
He 
had 
helped 
Father Gibault to establish 
the 
mission at St. Louis, as well

aiding him elsewhere, and was

When Clark’s army was 
ready 
to leave Kaskaskia on February 5, 
1779, it included two companies of 
French Creoles, one under 
com­ 
mand of Captain McCay and 
the 
other under 
Captain 
Charleville. 


These men were enlisted through 
the efforts of Father Gibault. 
All 
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were Cahtolics 
and 
members 
of 
Father Gibault’s church 
at 
Kas­ 
kaskia. 
When the lfttle army as­ 
sembled at the outskirts 
of

settlement, Father 
Gibault 
pro­ 
nounced a blessing upon the exped­ 
ition and administered absolution.

men from Kaskaskia to Vincennes 
through the icy waters

Anyone who has viewed Mie 
swirling waters of the Wabash at 
flood stage can only marvel at the 
audacity of that handful of 
men 
who challenged nature at her worst

boat Willing failed 
to arrive 
in 


time to be of immediate use. 
The 
women of the parish showed their 
loyalty and prepared a hot 
meal 
for the famished soldiers who had 
been almost without food 
for 
a 
week. 
When, on February 24, Hamilton 
and Clark met to discuss the terms 
of surrender, they met in Father 
Gibault’s church. There the 
arti­ 
cles were signed which were 
to 
mean the end of British domina­ 
tion south of the Great Lakes; and 
which gave the nation 
the 
vast 
Northwest 
Territory, 
and made 
possbile the expansion of the na­ 
tion to the Pacific. 
On the evening of February 25, 
1779, following the surrender 
of 
Fort Sackville to Clark, Hamliton 
made the following entry in 
his 
diary: 
“Colonel 
Clark’s 
having 
succeeded under such circumstanc­ 
es illustrates the following remark 
made by some author whose name 
I do not reccolcet: 
‘A sangiune 
temper foresees few difficulties and 
sometimes owes success to a for­ 
tunate rashness which is esteemed 
by foresighted people 
as 
taking 
Fortune in the willing mood. 
’Tis 
true, Fortune favors the bold, but 
the rash have no 
pretensions 
to 
her favor’. ” 
Clark in a letter to his father 
expressed 
himself 
as 
follows: 
“ Fortune in every respcet as yet 
has hovered round me as if deter­ 
mined to 
direct 
me. 
You 
may 
judge, Sir, 
what 
impressions 
it 
tmust have on 
a grateful 
breast 
whose greatest glory is to adore 
the 
Supreme 
Director 
of 
all 
things”. 
It is strange that two men so im- 
timately concerned with the events 
that had occurred, failed to see at 
■*hat time that it was 
Father Gi­ 
bault that the “Supreme Director” 
and “ Fortune” had elected to di­ 
rect the course of events. 
Short­ 
ly after the entry 
in 
his 
diary, 
Hamilton saw clearly who it was 
that had 
been 
instrumental 
.n 
Clark’s success, and he never ceas­ 
ed his scathing 
and denunciatory 
attacks on 
Father 
Gibault. 
The 
nature of these attacks, which were 
carried through the British govern­ 
ment to the Bishop of Quebec, 
is 
evidenced by 
the 
following 
ex- 
ract 
from 
a 
letter written by 
Hamilton to Halimand on July 6, 
1781: 
“ He, Gibault, had been an 
active agent for the rebels, 
and 


whose vicious and immoral 
con­ 
duct was sufficient to do indefinite 
mischief in a country where ignor­ 
ance and bigotry give full scope to 
the depravity of a licentious 
ec­ 
clesiastic. This wretch it was who 
absolved the French inhabitants of 
Vincennes of their allegiance 
to 
the King of Great Britain. To enu­ 
merate the vices of the inhabitants 
would be to give a long catalogue; 
but to assert that they are not in 
possession of a single virtue is no 
fnore than the truth and justice re­ 
quire; still the most eminently vi­ 
cious and scandalous was the Rev. 
Monsieur Gibault”. 
So much pressure was brought 
to bear on the Bishop that he re­ 
quired Father Gibault to reply to 
Hamilton’s charges. 
Accordingly, 
fol- 
Father Gibault addressed the 
lowing letter to 
the 
Bishop 
of 
Quebec on June 6, 1786: 
“To ail 
the pains and 
hardships 
that 
I 
have undergone 
in 
my 
different 
journeys to most distant points in 
summer and winter, attending 
to 
many villages in 
Illinois, in 
all 
weather, night and day, snow 
or 
rain, wind, storm 
or 
fog on the 
Mississippi, so that I have never 
slept four nights in a year in my 
i own bed, never hesitating to start 
at a momen’s notice, whether sick 
or well—how can a- priest who so 
scarifices himself, with 
no 
view 
other than God’s glory and the sal­ 
vation of his 
neighbor, 
with 
no 
pecuniary reward and almost 
al­ 
ways poorly fed, unable to attend 
to 
both 
spiritual 
and 
temporal 
needs—how, I ask, can you know 
such a priest, zealous to fulfill the 
duties of his holy ministry, careful 
to guard over his flock, 
instruct 
them in the most important tenets 
of religion, instruct the youth 
in­ 
cessantly and un‘Jringly not only 
in Christian doctrine but teaching 
the boys to read and write, as one 
who gives scandal and is addicted 
tc intoxication?” 
The charge of habitual intoxica­ 
tion was placed 
against 
Father 
Gibault by his enemies in face 
of

Floyd C. Shoemaker 
Thousands of emigrants turned 
toward Kansas after 1854 
wh**n 
Congress passed the famous Kan- 
«as-Nebraska bill. They came from 
both the North and the South, and 
there was a certain desperate pur­ 
pose in their coming, for on them 
depended whether or not 
Kansas 
would become a slave or a 
free 
State. 
It was not always clear to 
the Missourians, who watched fhis 
migration with growing 
uneasi­ 
ness. whether certain 
individuals 
were for slavery or against it, and 
it is said that a simple test 
was 
devised to learn the convictions of 
an emigrant. 
Near each ferry landing on the 
Missouri river 
opposite 
Kansas, 
the Missourians tied a cow. If an 
emigrant came along and noticed 
the animal, and called it a "keow”, 
then the Missourians decided that 
he was from 
New 
England 
and 
hustled him back East as an unde­ 
sirable abolitionist.

Thus his influence among the Cre­ 
oles of the Northwest increased to 
the point where his counsel 
was 
accepted almost without question. 
With the signing of the Treaty 
of Paris in 1763, the French set­ 
tlements in the Mississippi Valley 
came under the 
rule 
of 
Great 
Britain. 
The American 
colonists 
had long desired the fertile region 
between the Alleghenies and 
the 
Mississippi, and at the first 
op­ 
portunity great numbers of 
them 
pressed into Kentucky and into the 
Northwest. 
Then came the Revo­ 
lution. 
The Indian allies of 
the 
British so harrassed the frontiers­ 
men tha‘ George Rogers Clark ob­ 
tained permission from Virginia to 
enlist a force to defend Kentucky, 
and to capture the British posts 
at Kaskaskia, Cahokia and 
Vin­ 
cennes. 
With less than 200 men Clark 
captured Kaskaskia, 
on 
July 
4, j 
1778, without 
a shot being fired. 
Captain Bowman was sent immed­ 
iately with a force of thirty men 
to Cahokia, and he succeeded 
in 
taking that place with no 
more 
trouble than Clark had exeprienc- 
ed at Kaskaskia. 
The French inhabitants of Kas- 
kaskia, having heard terrible stor­ 
ies concerning the “ Long Knives”, 
as the Americans were called, and 
remembering 
the 
fate 
of 
the 
Aeadians, fully expected to be sep­ 
arated and transported. 
Accord- 
1 ingly, Father Gibault approached 
Clark with the petition that 
his 
parishioners be permitted to as­ 
semble at the church to 
prepare 
themselves 
for 
the 
separation. 
Clarks’ assurance that the Amer­ 
icans came to extend—not to re­ 
strict—political and religious free- 
dun, won the immediate support 
of Father Gibault for the Ameri­ 
can cause, and thus did more 
to 
assure the success of the enter­ 
prise than any force of arms 
the 
colonists could have raised at that 
time. 
Father Gibault 
assembled the 
inhabitants 
of 
Kaskaskia 
and 
| pledged them to allegiance to the 
American cause. 
He 
told Clark 
tha‘ there was no British garrison 
at Vincennes and that it would be 
an . asv m a tte 1 ti take the place 
once the French there 
were 
in­ 
formed as to the state of affairs. 
Father Gibault then suggested tha* 
he be permitted to precede 
any 
armed force that might he 
sent 
to Vincennes. 
He would attempt 
to secure the allegiance of his pa­ 
rishioners there to the 
American 
cause 
without 
bloodshed. 
Claik 
agreed, and, in August, 1778, Fath­ 
er Gibault and Dr. Baptiste I*af- 
font set out for Vincennes. 
The 
influence of 
Father 
Gibault 
in 
Vincennse was so great 
that 
he 
was successful in getting the Ver- 
oles to accept the American cause 
without difficulty. 
During the winter 
of 
1778-79, 
Father Gibault aided Clark in ob­ 
taining supplies, and kept him in­ 
formed concerning the movements 
of the British. The British plan of 
attack in 1778 called for a vigorous 
drive against the Americans along 
the frontier. 
Previously, only In­ 
dians had been employed in any 
appreciable numbers in *he North- 
.vest, but Colonel Henry Hamilton, 
in charge of 
operations 
¡n 
the 
West, planned to use a combined 
$1.00 
Down 
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force of Indians and Regulars. On 
October 7, 1778, Hamilton, with 
a 
force of 500 Indians and sodiers, 
set out from Detroit to reoccupy 
the frontier posts. 
W’hon Clark heard of Hamilton’s 
movements he 
felt 
certain 
that 
Kaskaskia was the object of 
his 
march. 
Clark was much in doubt 
as to his ability to defend Kaskas­ 
kia against so large a force 
and 
he sent Father Gibault across the 
Mississippi with the papers 
and 
money. 
The river 
was 
at high 
.stage, and so rough and full of ice 
that Father Gibault and a compan­ 
ion were marooned on an island in 
the river for three days. 
On December 17, 1778, Hamilton 
recaptured Vincennes and 
began 
immediately to strengthen the de­ 
fenses. 
On December 24, Francis 
¡Vigo, a trader and friend of Fath­ 
er Gibault and Clark, was captured 
by Hamilton’s Indian scouts 
and 
imprisoned within the fort at Vin­ 
cennes. 
After three weeks, Hani- 
:lton released Vigo on promise that 
he would “go directly to St. Ixiuis 
and do nothing on the wav to in­ 
jure 
the 
British 
cause. ’ 
Vigo 
went directly to St. Louis, chang­ 
ed clothes and set out immediately 
for Kaskaskia to inform Clark 
as 
to the situation at Vincennes. Vigo 
reached Kaskaskia on January 29, 
1779, and gave Clark the first defi­ 
nite information he received a s to 
the whereabouts 
of 
Hamilton’s 
army. 
Vigo told Clark that 
the 
British garrison had been consid­ 
erably reduced due to raiding part­ 
ies sent against 
the Ohio 
River 
settlements. 
. Vigo was a great 
admirer 
of 
Father Gibault. 
He 
had 
helped 
Father Gibault to establish 
the 
mission at St. Louis, as well 
as 
aiding him elsew'here, and was 
a 
staunch supporter of the church. 
Clark’s money and supplies at th;s 
time w’ero very low and, as he had 
decided to attack 
Vincennes 
im­ 
mediately 
despite 
the 
adverse 
veather conditions, it was impera­ 
tive th at he get food and ammuni­ 
tion without delay. 
Vigo was 
a 
wealthy trader, and Father Gibault 
prevailed upon him to extend cred­ 
it to Clark, and he d :d so to the ex­ 
tent of $11,387.40. Father Gibault, 
ikewise, advanced Clark his 
pri­ 
vate fortune of 7800 lives ($1500) 
and, when that proved insuffiicent, 
!od his cattle and 
pledged 
the 
tithes of his parishioners for 
one 
•jboX 
When Clark’s army was 
ready 
to leave Kaskaskia on February 3, 
1779, it included two companies of 
French Creoles, one under 
com­ 
mand of Captain McCay and 
the 
other under 
Captain 
Charleville. 


These men were enlisted through 
the efforts of Father Gibault. 
All 
were Cahtolics 
and 
members 
of 
Father Gibault’s church 
at 
Kas­ 
kaskia. 
When the lfrtle army as­ 
sembled at the outskirts 
of 
the 
settlement, Father 
Gibault 
pro­ 
nounced a blessing upon the exped­ 
ition and administered absolution. 
The daring march 
of 
Clark’s 
men from Kaskaskia to Vincennes 
through the icy waters 
of 
the 
flooded lowlands is one of the out­ 
standing achievements in our his­ 
tory. Anyone who has viewed Mie 
swirling waters of the W’abash at 
flood stage can only marvel at the 
audacity of that handful of 
men 
who challenged nature at her worst 
to reach an enemy of undetermin­ 
ed strength and protected by for­ 
tifications 
and 
artillery. 
What 
must have been the 
reaction 
of 
that group of exhausted 
patriots 
when, after two weeks of wading 
through backwater without suffici­ 
ent food, they suddenly 
saw the 
n ig h ty expanse of 
the 
A,urbuent 
river before them? 
W’hat 
must 
have been their reaction when the 
scouts 
located 
the 
canoes 
that 
Father Gibault, some months 
be­ 
fore, had 
oredered 
concealed 
in 
scfe places along the 
river 
for 
their use? 
If you will stand 
on 
he “ Banks of the Wabash” today 
when the river is overflowing 
the 
levees and flooding the surround­ 
ing country and try to figure how 
you w uld cross the river without 
a boat, you will be impressed with 
the magnitude of the service Fath­ 
er Gibault rendered 
to Clark 
by 
furnishing canoes. 
Without Father Gihault’s hav­ 
ing sworn the inhabitants of Vin­ 
cennes 
to 
American 
allegiance, 
( lark’s capture of that post would 
not have been possible. When Ham­ 
ilton recaptured the fort he had a 
census 
of 
the town taken. 
The 
count showed that there were 
621 
inhabitants, of 
whom 
217 
were 
considered fit to bear arms. 
Had 
this force, united with the garri­ 
son, opposed Clark doubtless 
his 
little army would have been 
re­ 
pulsed. 
As it was, the French re­ 
mained true to their oath to 
Gi­ 
bault, and did not so much as noti- 
fj the garrison of 
CJark’s 
ap­ 
proach. 
Furthermore, the traders 
of the town supplied Clark with 
ammunition, as his supply on 
th* 
boat Willing failed 
to arrive 
in 


time to be of immediate use. 
The 
women of the parish showed their 
loyalty and prepared a hot 
meal 
for the famished soldiers who had 
been almost without 
food 
for 
a 
week. 
When, on February 24, Hamilton 
and Clark met to discuss the terms 
of surrender, they met in Father 
Gibault’s church. There the 
arti­ 
cles were signed which were 
to 
mean the end of British domina­ 
tion south of the Great Lakes; and 
which gave the nation 
the 
vast 
Northwest 
Territory, 
and made 
possbile the expansion of the na­ 
tion to the Pacific. 
On the evening of February 25, 
1779, Allowing the surrender 
of 
Fort Sackville to Clark, Hamiiton 
made the following entry in 
his 
diary: 
“Colonel 
Clark’s 
having 
succeeded under such circumstanc­ 
es illustrates the following remark 
made by some author whose name 
I do not reccolcet: 
‘A sanguine 
temper foresees few difficulties and 
sometimes owes success to a for­ 
tunate rashness which is esteemed 
by foresighted people 
as 
taking 
Fortune in the willing mood. 
T is 
true, Fortune favors the bold, but 
the rash have no 
pretensions 
to 
her favor’, ” 
Clark in a letter to his father 
expressed 
himself 
as 
follow's: 
“Fortune in every rcspcet as yet 
has hovered round me as if deter­ 
mined to 
direct 
me. 
You 
may 
judge, Sir, 
what 
impressions 
it 
must have on 
a grateful 
breast 
whose greatest glory 
is to adore 
the 
Supreme 
Director 
of 
all 
things”. 
It is strange that two men so im- 
timately concerned with the events 
that had cccurred, failed to see ai 
'hat time that it was 
Father Gi­ 
bault that the “Supreme Director” 
and “ Fortune” hail elected to di­ 
rect the course of events. 
Short­ 
ly after the entry 
in 
his 
diary, 
Hamilton saw clearly who it was 
that had 
been 
instrumental 
.n 
Clark’s success, and he never ceas­ 
ed his scathing 
and denunciatory 
attacks on 
Father 
Gibault. 
The 
nature of these attacks, which w?rc* 
carried through the British govern­ 
ment to the Bishop of Quebec, 
is 
evidenced by 
the 
following 
ex- 
lraet 
from 
a 
letter written by 
Hamilton to llalimand on July 6, 
1781: 
“He, Gibault, had been an 
active agent for the rebels, 
and 


whose vicious and immoral 
con­ 
duct was sufficient to do indefinite 
mischief in a country where ignor­ 
ance and bigotiy give full scope to 
the depravity of a licentious 
ec­ 
clesiastic. This wretch it was who 
absolved the French inhabitants of 
Vincennes of their allegiance 
to 
the King of Great Britain. To enu­ 
merate the vices of the inhabitants 
would be to give a long catalogue; 
but to assert that they are not 
in 
possession of a single virtue is no 
more than the truth and justice re­ 
quire; still the most eminently vi­ 
cious and scandalous was the Rev. 
Monsieur Gibault”. 
So much pressure was brought 
to bear on the Bishop that he re­ 
quired Father Gibault to reply to 
Hamilton’s charges. 
Accordingly, 
Father Gibault addressed the fol­ 
lowing letter to 
the 
Bishop 
of 
Quebec on June 6, 1786: 
“To all 
the pains and 
hardships 
that 
I 
have undergone 
In 
my different 
journeys to most distant points in 
summer and winter, attending 
to 
many villages in 
Illinois, in 
all 
weather, night and day, snow 
or 
rain, wind, storm 
or 
fog on the 
Mississippi, so that I have never 
slept four nights in a year in my 
i own bed, never hesitating to start 
at a moments notice, whether sick 
or well—how can a priest who so 
scarifices himself, with 
no 
view 
other than God’s glory and the sal­ 
vation of his 
neighbor, 
with 
no 
pecuniary reward and almost 
al­ 
ways poorly fed, unable to attend 
tc 
both 
spiritual 
and 
temporal 
needs— how, I ask, can you know 
such a priest, zealous to fulfill the 
duties of his holy ministry, careful 
to guard over his flock, 
instruct 
them in tin* mast important tenets 
of religion, instruct the youth 
in­ 
cessantly and un’Jringiy not only 
in Christian doctrine hut teaching 
the boys to read and write, as one 
who gives scandal and is addicted 
tc intoxication?” 
The charge of habitual intoxica­ 
tion was placed 
against 
Father 
Gibault by his enemies in face 
of 
he well known fact that he fought 
the liquor trade as long as he was 
in the No.thwest. 
He knew 
that 
the liquor interest was the gTeat- 
ts i viiemy to his missionary 
en­ 
deavors and, when he found it too 
powerful 
to combat 
successfully, 
he placed the responsibility direc'.-
